A TORY council hopeful has 
been suspended by his party 
after he was caught up in a 
row over a racial slur. 

A Facebook group run by 
David Coulter, the prospec¬ 
tive candidate for Limbury 
ward, posted a message last 
Monday warning that travel¬ 
lers had parked up in the area, 
referring to them as ‘pikies.’ 

The post also referred to 
them as ‘thieving trouble¬ 
makers’. 

The Conservative Party has 
suspended Mr Coulter follow¬ 
ing the rant, pending an 
investigation which will be 
held following Thursday’s 
election. 

The post read: ‘Red Alert! Be 
aware the pikies have moved 
the car park at the shops. 
LOCK YOUR DOORS- GUARD 
YOUR VEHICLES. 


‘It is not politically correct, 
but be damned, they are 
thieving troublemakers and 
we need vigilance. 

‘Watch out for your neigh¬ 
bours, and let them know! 

‘Can we all call the police 
and the council too. Enough 
calls and they have to respond 
by law.’ 

Margaret Simons, deputy 
chairwoman political of 
Luton Conservatives, said: 
“We absolutely denounce the 
comments made on the page. 

“They were posted by a fel¬ 
low admin and David has 
been reprimanded.” 

Luton’s council Conservative 
leader, Michael Garrett said: 
“I’m guessing the post must 
have been made in anger.” 

The post also drew strong 
criticism from a group cam¬ 
paigning for travellers’ rights. 

Martin Howe, a trustee of 


the Traveller Movement, a 
group which, among other 
things, aims to increase polit¬ 
ical involvement among the 
travelling community, said: 
“That type of racist, discrimi¬ 
natory comment has no place 
in society, or anywhere. 

“What’s more disgraceful is 
that it was posted on a group 
run by someone who is stand¬ 
ing for public office. 

“The negative stereotype 
against travellers and gypsies 
does a great deal of harm to 
women, children and the 
community as a whole.” 

As a prominent human 
rights lawyer who works with 
travellers, Mr Howe added: “I 
think this should be looked 
into by the police and see if it 
breaks any racial hate laws.” 

A fellow trustee, Brian 
Foster, said: “I am pleased to 
see the Luton Conservatives 


have suspended Mr Coulter. 

“I hope Mr Coulter will visit 
the families concerned, not 
only to apologise, but also to 
understand more about them 
as constituents.” 

When Luton on Sunday tried 
to contact Mr Coulter, it was 
said he would not be 
commenting. 

However, posting on the 
Limbury Mead Residents 
Page on Facebook, where the 
offending comment was orig¬ 
inally made, Mr Coulter said: 
“I would like to personally 
apologise for the posts 


regarding the travellers that 
contained the slurs and 
assure you that normal ser¬ 
vice will be resumed. 

“This site is supposed to be 
informative and act as a 
sounding board, and not act 
as a forum for insults.” 

“I take full responsibility, 
and have acted accordingly to 
ensure this does not repeat 
itself.” 

Despite the suspension, Mr 
Coulter is still standing as the 
Conservative candidate for 
Limbury ward in the upcom¬ 
ing elections. 


Illegals found 
in lorry taken 
away by the 
Home Office 

IMMIGRANTS found in 
the back of a lorry earlier 
this week have been trans¬ 
ferred to a detention cen¬ 
tre and social services. 

On Wednesday afternoon 
at around 4.40pm, 15 male 
immigrants - seven 
Syrians, five Iranians and 
three Iraqis, - were arrest¬ 
ed on suspicion of immi¬ 
gration offences after 
Bedfordshire Police 
responded to reports that 
the men had been seen in 
the back of a lorry. 

The force was joined by 
the East of England ambu¬ 
lance service who took five 
of the men to Luton and 
Dunstable Hospital for 
treatment. 

They responded with two 
ambulance crews, two 
rapid response vehicles 
and two ambulance offic¬ 
ers after they received 
reports that all of the men 
were suffering from 
breathing difficulties. 

Their condition is not 
believed to be life-threat¬ 
ening or serious. 

After the incident,a 
Home Office spokesman 
said 13 of the immigrants 
have since been taken to 
an immigration detention 
centre while their cases 
were considered. 

The remaining two 
immigrants have been 
declared as minors and 
passed into the care of 
social services. 

The lorry driver, who ini¬ 
tially had been arrested by 
Bedfordshire Police on 
suspicion of facilitating 
their entry, has been 
released by the force.

Surge 
sexual

JUST 12 per cent of sexual assu- 
alts reported in Bedfordshire in 
the last year resulted in a prose¬ 
cution. 

Figures released in a Freedom 
of Information request made by 
Luton on Sunday revealed that 
although more people are com¬ 
ing forward to report sexual 
assault, with 905 reports across 
the county in 2014 compared 
with 504 in 2010, the number of 
attackers being charged has 
actually decreased since 2011. 

The number of sexual abuse 
cases closed by police has 
increased from 20 per cent in 

2010 to 67 per cent in 2014, yet in 

2011 only 35 per cent of reports 
resulted in someone being 
charged, dwindling to 28 per 
cent in 2012 and 17 per cent in 


2013. Senior officers from 
Bedfordshire Police’s rape inves¬ 
tigation unit said the surge in the 
number of serious sexual assaults 
are historical reports, prompted 
by media exposure of longstand¬ 
ing abusers such as Jimmy 
Saville and Rolf Harris. 

Detective Inspector Jenni 
McIntyre Smith said: “It is so 
important that people continue 
to come forward and report his¬ 
toric sexual assault so we have as 
much information as possible 
about what has happened. We 
would absolutely encourage vic¬ 
tims to come forward.” 

Despite the low charge rate, 
officers claim their investiga¬ 
tions are victim-led and that a 
successful result isn’t always 
about obtaining a prosecution. 

Detective Sergeant Scott Carter 
said: “Right from the start every¬ 
thing we do is victim-led. 


“We don’t just investigate the 
crime, we also work with support 
groups to make sure victims are 
holistically supported through 
the process. For victims of sexual 
assault, redress is not always 
about prosecution.” 

The results also showed teenag¬ 
ers are significantly more likely 
to report a sexual assualt. 

Det Ins McIntyre Smith said: 
“Awareness has really increased 
among this age group- education 
has helped young people inden- 
tify sexual assault when it hap¬ 
pens.” 

Victims are now able to give 
evidence in court via video link 
and forensic science has become 
increasingly refined over the last 
five years. Det Cons Gemma 
Pugh said advances in forensic 
science means that DNA can be 
sampled from clothing an alleged 
attacker has touched. 


‘Disgrace’ 
taunt gets 
dismissed 

TWO Conservative candidates have 
slammed a council’s decision not to 
investigate an allegation that a serving 
member accused a prospective coun¬ 
cillor of being ‘a disgrace’ to Islam. 

Basit Mahmood said it was ‘a joke’ 
that an independent panel at Luton 
Borough Council had rejected the com¬ 
plaint he made about Labour Cllr Yaqub 
Hanif after they concluded he had not 
been ‘acting in his capacity as an 
elected member at the time of the inci¬ 
dent.’ 

In March this year, Luton on Sunday 
revealed that the Luton Conservative 
Party had lodged a complaint with the 
authority over the alleged remarks. 

Mr Mahmood, who is a Muslim and is 
standing in the High Town ward, 
claimed Cllr Hanif, who is also a 
Muslim, said: ‘You’re a disgrace to your 
religion’ after they bumped into each 
other outside Asda in Wigmore. 

The allegations have been denied by 
Cllr Hanif, who said: “There is currently 
an election on and I will allow people to 
draw their own conclusions about why 
the allegation has been made.” 

The panel met on Thursday to dis¬ 
cuss the issue and afterwards Mr 
Mahmood received a letter from the 
council’s head of human resources. 

It said the complaint was rejected 
because ‘the panel did not consider 
Cllr Hanif was acting in his capacity as 
an elected member at the time of the 
incident’. 

Mr Mahmood said: “I think it’s a joke 
because that means a councillor can 
behave however they want in public 
and when they are not in the chamber. 

“If you are a councillor you are a real 
member, who draws the line? It’s a 
silly line to draw. I do not understand 
why they said he was not acting as a 
councillor at the time. 

“Who decides if you are a councillor 
and if you are not? If you are elected, 
you are elected.” 

Cllr Mike Garrett, leader of the Luton 
Conservatives, added: “If you are an 
elected member you are a councillor 
wherever you are and you have to 
uphold that. I’ve always believed that 
being a councillor is an honour and you 
don’t embarrass yourself. I will be con¬ 
tacting the powers that be to say I do 
not accept it.”

TWO senior officials from 
the Labour party have had 
a spat over a councillor 
who has not been based in 
the town in the months 
leading up to the election. 

Gavin Shuker, parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for Luton 
South, is said to have 
dismissed Cllr Paul 
Castleman, the party’s 
chief whip, from his office 
in Union Street last 


Thursday after the pair 
argued over Amy 
O’Callaghan, who is stand¬ 
ing as a councillor in Luton 
but has been in Great 
Yarmouth campaigning for 
another Labour candidate 
over the past few months. 

The issue has caused 
‘division’ in the party 
according to a long-time 
Labour member who wish¬ 
es to be anonymous. 

Cllr O’Callaghan has been 
working for Lara Norris, Mr 
Shuker’s former office 


manager who was chosen 
by Labour to stand as a par¬ 
liamentary candidate. 

The Labour supporter 
said: “The altercation was 
about Amy O’Callaghan, a 
councillor in the south 
ward who is in Great 
Yarmouth and is not can¬ 
vassing for her vote. 

“People are saying why is 
she not in Luton trying to 
get Gavin Shuker elected? 

“There has been a discus¬ 
sion about that for the last 
few months.” 


They added: “As a mem¬ 
ber of the Labour Party, I 
feel that we have been let 
down by our prospective 
MP Gavin Shuker. That is 
not the way to behave and it 
goes against all the values 
of the Labour cause and to 
behave in that way, he 
should stand down.”

Shop owner calls 
for police support

A SHOPKEEPER who per¬ 
formed a citizen’s arrest on a 
thief has accused the police 
of not doing enough to 
protect small businesses. 

Shahzad Khadam, who runs 
the Day One store in High 
Town, has been robbed twice 
in the past fortnight. 

In the first theft on April 20 
a man stole a £30 bottle of 
champagne. This was fol¬ 
lowed by two women stealing 
goods worth £40 on Tuesday. 

Mr Khadam performed a 
citizen’s arrest on the first 
thief after he returned to his 
store this Monday. He called 
the police who then came 
and arranged for the man to 
pay some money to cover the 
champagne theft. 

However, after the second 



theft, Mr Khadam said no 
officer came out to see him 
and he was asked to send 
them his statement and CCTV 
footage through the post. 

He said: “The police will not 
come out anymore. They do 
not send out officers to take 


statements, they will just 
send out an envelope. Luckily, 
with the citizen’s arrest he 
did not resist and he made 
comments which the police 
heard. 

“If I had not done that, they 
would not have come out. The 
101 operator stayed on the 
line to make sure that noth¬ 
ing else happened.” 

“When people steal from 
small businesses it’s not a big 
enough crime and it’s not fair 
when you’re trying to make 
an honest living.” 

A police spokeswoman said 
they now sent information 
packs to victims of crimes 
such as theft where was ‘no 
obviously line of enquiry’. 

She said this process meant 
more officers were available 
to ‘protect our communities 
and tackle higher level inci¬ 
dents’.

Bobbies in a ‘different world’ 


IN April 1956 I joined the 
Bedfordshire Constabulary 
as a constable. 

At this time a police 
officer would be working a 
six day, 48-hour week. 
Around 90 per cent of 
police officers spent over 
seven hours of their eight- 
hour shift walking the 
beat. 

Some officers would be 
allocated what was known 
as ‘fixed points’, these 
were prominent locations 
where officers were 
required to stand in all 
weathers for up to six 
hours at a time. You were 
permitted briefly to walk 
no more than 20 paces 
from your point but always 
to remain within view. 

Officers were also 
expected to take over 
traffic control if at any 
time they identified traffic 


congestion. Before vehi¬ 
cles were fitted with 
flashing indicators all driv¬ 
ers would need to know 
and to use hand signals 
and to understand and 
conform to police hand 
signals. 

Officers allocated patrol 
areas outside the town 
centre would carry out 
their patrol by pedal cycle 
but here instead of attend¬ 
ing telephone kiosks in 
order to be contacted they 
would have one of the four 
‘Dr Who’ type police boxes 
on their patch. Each box 
had an outside emergency 
telephone for public use. 

On the roof there was a 
blue light, this would be 
illuminated to alert the 
beat officer that he was 
required so it was impor¬ 
tant on your patrol that 
the box was kept within 


view as much as possible. 
Inside the box you would 
simply find a wooden writ¬ 
ing shelf, a stool and a tel¬ 
ephone nothing more.

BUSINESSES and residents have been told to

Right up your street 

These streets 
are definitely 
not wingin’ it 

THIS week Howard Chandler writes about the 
wings fluttering beneath our street names... 

Luton has 26 streets with ‘pure’ bird names 
and another 19 with associations with birds. 

The Birds Estate in Lewsey Farm, built in the 
1970s and 1980s has 17 bird names, along 
with names connected with farm implements 
and produce. Are they ones that were seen 
here when this area was farmland? 

I spotted a list of birds found in Luton in 
‘The History of Luton’ by Frederick Davis, 
which is freely available on the internet. 

This tells us that 10 of the 17 birds were 
common in 1855 namely Bunting, Field Fare, 
Finch, Kestrel, Lapwing, Partridge, Raven, 
Sparrow and Swallow. 

Buzzards were scarce in Luton, with no 
mention of Eagle, Gold Crest, Goshawk, 
Peregrine, Skua or Swan. 

Do you live in one of Luton’s ‘birds’ streets 
and see ‘your’ bird in the garden? 

An Eagle flying over Eagle Close, though 
unlikely, would be something a cat would like 
to watch - from the safety of the house of 
course.

WORK has begun on the 
demolition of an unused 
industrial site in the town 
centre. 

Power Court, off St Mary’s 
Road, which has been vacant 
for years, is being cleared of a 
number of disused buildings 
dotted around the site. 

It is currently not clear what 
will be built in its place as 
British Land, which owns the 
site, said it was in discussions 
with Luton Borough Council 
over what will be built there. 

Some Luton Town fans have 
suggested it could be the 
location of the club’s new sta¬ 
dium. The club has said it is 
looking at a number of sites 
and will not be making an 
announcement until later 
this year. 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The time¬ 
line we received indicates the 
work will take place from 
mid-April through to the end 
of August. 

“We needed to work with 
the Highway Authority in 
terms of access and the work 
will need to be carried out in 
stages due to issues relating 


to removal of asbestos and 
work on the protection of the 
culvert.” 

He added: “The council 
wants to see a successful, 
sustainable Luton Town 
Football Club that helps pro¬ 
mote the many positive 
aspects of the town, and a 
move to a new stadium is a 


long held aspiration for the 
club, supporters, the council 
and the town. 

“Initial discussions have 
taken place with the council’s 
planners on potential options 
and assessment work is ongo¬ 
ing, but at this stage we have 
not received a business plan 
or draft planning applica¬ 
tion.”

Kevin’s memory

WHEN the Kevin Duggan 
Golf Academy celebrates its 
tenth anniversary this July, 
it will be another leg in a 
journey that has seen one 
family successfully change 
the law in two countries. 

Declan Duggan has worked 
tirelessly since the tragic 
accident that killed his son 
Kevin to use his life as a way 
of promoting sport and road 
safety. 

Kevin died after unwitting¬ 
ly accepting a lift in a car 
driven by a drunk-driver in 
Dunstable in October 1988. 

At the time, the driver was 
not tested after the crash 
because the law then made it 
an offence for doctors to take 
blood samples from an 
unconscious driver. 

As a consequence Declan 
campaigned for the law to be 
changed, and in 2002 
‘Duggan’s Law’ was intro¬ 
duced in the UK and in 
Ireland last October. 

In between all of that, 
Declan has also written a 
book about his journey and 
overseen the creation of the 
Academy in Stockwood Park. 

He said: “It’s been running 
for ten years, which is a great 
achievement, and the most 
recent thing we have had is 
some funding from the Ryder 



Cup European Trust Fund. 

“It’s for us to get out and 
invite lots of ethnic minori¬ 
ties in Luton who are not 
included in sport. We are 
working with the Asian com¬ 
munity to bring up lots of 
young kids who do not usu¬ 
ally do sport.” 

The Academy was set up 
after Luton and Dunstable 
residents raised £350,000. It 
started in 2002 as a driving 
and putting range and was 


completed in 2005. 

Declan said: “Golf has this 
image of being a white mid¬ 
dle class sport but it’s not. 

“What’s really special about 
the Kevin Duggan Academy 
is that it has an open door 
policy, so everyone is wel¬ 
come. 

“Golf is one of the few 
sports where people can take 
part with any shape or size. 
It’s one of the few sports 
where the family can all play

“There are very few sports 
where you can do that. We 
could not do that in other 
sports such as tennis but you 
can in golf because of the 
handicap system.” 

Declan said the Academy 
has acted as ‘a reminder of 
what you can do out of a 
tragedy’ for his family and a 
means of helping him to 
cope with Kevin’s death. 

He said: “It was my aim to 


take Kevin’s life and turn it 
into something positive. 

“If I stop doing it I might 
fall over and that’s some¬ 
thing I’m worried about. It’s 
every parent’s nightmare to 
lose one of your children but 
we have had the support of 
family and friends.” 

He added: “We are now 
working with Irish and 
British politicians to make 
Duggan’s law a European¬ 
wide law. 


“Lots of countries have dif¬ 
ferent variations and differ¬ 
ent levels of blood testing 
but we are pushing to have a 
uniform system across all 26 
countries. It’s a big ask but 
we are plugging away. We 
have many people looking at 
it and we have great encour¬ 
agement from that.”

AVENGERS: THE AGE OF ULTRON

THE latest eye-popping epic from 
Marvel ambitiously reunites our 
favourite super heroes, and some 
new faces, as they fight against the 
latest threat to humanity. 

When Tony Stark unwittingly 
brings his peacekeeping programme 
to life his plans for protecting the 
world go awry, as his twisted crea¬ 
tion sets a sinister plan in motion to 
wipe out the human race. 

Earth’s heroes including Iron Man, 
Captain America, Thor, The 
Incredible Hulk, Black Widow and 
Hawkeye band together once more 


as they battle to save the world from 
the evil clutches of Ultron. 

This time round director Joss 
Whedon takes us to the deeper and 
darker depths of our heroes’ psy¬ 
ches. It’s a welcome addition to the 
otherwise cliched story and makes a 
significant chunk of the film feel 
grittier and darker. 

That said, Age of Ulton still coura¬ 
geously careers forward with plenty 
of action packed fireworks, includ¬ 
ing a mind blowing punch up 
between Iron Man and The Hulk. 

It’s also great to see some character 
development from the ‘will-they 
won’t-they’ romance between Bruce 
Banner and Black Widow, to 
Hawkeye’s surprising backstory that 
Jeremy Renner delivers with plenty 
of humour and emotional grit. 

Whedon also throws in twins 


Quicksilver and Scarlet Witch: “he’s 
fast and she’s weird” and that’s just 
the start. Referred to as “enhanced” 
rather than mutants (let’s not even 
go there) this duo has plenty of 
screen time to explore their emo¬ 
tionally charged tragic back story, 
while still showing off their super¬ 
hero potential. 

The backbone of Age of Ultron is 
effectively the same as the first 
instalment: they fight, fall out and 
conquer a giant swarming army But 
there’s plenty else for you to almost 
forget the cliches. 

The sequel to the 2012 blockbuster 
succeeds where others have failed: it 
delivers a challenging bad guy, 
develops the central characters and 
retains the impressive scope set by 
its predecessor.

DID anyone really expect an eight goal swing 
for Luton? 

Try two against a largely second string 
Stevenage side whose minds were already on 
an extended season in the League Two play¬ 
offs. No, this was the deadest of dead rubbers. 

In having to wipe out that inferior goal differ¬ 
ence, which saw them trail Plymouth in 
League Two, Town’s pre-game target to join 
Boro would have been nigh-on impossible for 
a team that knew where the goal was. 

The Hatters’ last memory of such things was 
busy firing Brentford into the Championship 
play-offs 

Andre Gray’s former side, however, created 
enough chances to at least make the afternoon 
interesting, albeit against a Stevenage side 
with eight changes. The score alone tells you 
this game and this first season back in the 
Football League was written off as a going con¬ 
cern long before the final whistle. 


Now an important summer awaits where 
boss John Still must try to add some much- 
needed killer instinct. 

He said: “Would I have settled for this at the 
start of the season? My answer to that would 
be no, I wouldn’t have settled for it because I 
wanted to go up. We’ve done everything we 
can to go up. 

“I can turn around and give as many excuses 
as I want [as to] why we haven’t gone up. I 
have. It’s well documented about injuries. 

“At the end of the day I’m very proud of where 
we are. I’ve very proud of the progress we’ve 
made and I’m very proud of the infrastructure 
that’s been put into everything. 

“On my first day here, I always remember 
saying about building foundations to build the 
football club from. When we do that, and we 
will do that, when John Still’s long gone, if they 
stay with that this club will grow and grow.” 

Progress, however, is relative. They are no 
longer in the Conference. That’s progress. And, 
had Luton laboured in the bottom half of the 
table and then scrapped their way to this final 
game, entertaining hopes of the play-offs, only 
to fall short, that too would have been pro¬ 
gress. 

But to have occupied the top three or four 
spots for so long and then slipped down and 
down to suffer this damp squib ending is just a 
big balls-up. 


The talk can be long and extensive into the 
standard of referees, or a squad, half of which 
appeared to be made of papier mache, but 
their form since March was that of relegation 
fodder. The league table and an eighth placed 
finish, inevitably, does not lie. 

Yet, in this finale there was something to 
cheer as early as the fifth minute when Elliot 
Lee’s shot was saved but Mark Cullen fired in 
the rebound. Town’s top scorer - with possibly 
his last strike for the club - celebrated by 
pumping his fist like the impossible dream 
could still happen, not knowing that by then 
Ruben Reid had already fired Plymouth in 
front against title chasing Shrewsbury. One 
step forward, one step back. That was as excit¬ 
ing as it got and the only exhibition of football 
in a first half dominated by an impotent aerial 
battle of abject tedium. 

On a rare occasion the ball brushed the turf, 
Jonathan Smith shot harmlessly at keeper 
Chris Day without spotting an unmarked Jake 
Howells, poised and waiting for a simple tap- 
in. 

That pattern of pitiable play was spectacu¬ 
larly broken on the stroke of half time when 
Michael Harriman volleyed into the top cor¬ 
ner. However, in deepest darkest Shropshire, 
Plymouth had already poked another past 
Shrewsbury. 

Oh well, at least the Bedfordshire- 


Hertfordshire cross border bragging rights 
went their way. But more painful to note that, 
despite the wholesale changes on show, this 
poor Stevenage side could yet make it to 
League One. 

Much improved was the second half show¬ 
ing, though Cullen still wasted a hat-trick of 
chances for a third Luton goal - steering wide 
after determined work from Lee, blasting at 
Day after breaking clear and then dragging 
wide. 

When Luke Wilkinson saw a header cleared 
off the line by Roarie Deacon, Harriman 
drilled wide and Lee passed into the gloves of 
Day, it summed up Town’s season at the sharp 
end. 

For that, there is much progress still to be 
made.

LUTON RFC missed out on silverware on 
Wednesday night as they were edged out 18-16 
by Kettering in the East Midlands Cup final. 

Joe Daniel converted a penalty with the last 
kick of the game to send Luton to defeat at 
Bedford Blues’ Goldington Road home. 

Earlier, Luton had recovered from being 10-3 
down to move 16-10 in front, but Kettering both 
started and finished strongly in their victory. 

Having been well beaten by a dominant 
Peterborough Lions side in the final last season, 
as well as being narrowly overcome by Ampthill 
in the showpiece two years ago, Luton were in 
no mood to make it three disappointments in a 
row.

Still said after Southend:

“We’ve made fantastic 
strides, absolutely fantastic 
strides. I remember losing 
to Hyde. We’ve made unbe¬ 
lievable strides. 

“Disappointment? Yes, 
we’re all disappointed, but 
if you go through life and 
you don’t suffer and have 
disappointment, you’re a 
very lucky young man.” 

Captain Steve McNulty, 
who was named in the 
League Two player of the 
year team 48 hours after 
the defeat at Southend, 
said: “We’ve made massive 
steps as a group of lads and 
as a club but we’re all 
human and if you sit down 
and ask every one of the 
lads, with the position that 
we did put ourselves in, it’d 
be stupid if you weren’t dis¬ 
appointed.
